Declarations of Pontiffs Have Been Beacon Light 
Pointing Way to International Amity. 


New York.—While men and women have for years been striving for some 
effective means of replacing war with peace, Pope Pius XI and his immediate 
predecessors have pointed out to the world the only way in which peace can 
be established and war abolished, the Rev. Leo C. Gainor, O. P., declared in 
an address on the “Popes and Peace” delivered through WLWL, the Paulist 
Fathers’ radio broadcasting station. 

“The Popes,” Father Gainor said, “have fully realized that Christian 
principles are not automatic in their operation; that they must be reduced 
to action by men; and, hence, they have not been content with repeating 
Christ’s sublime principles and His doctrine of love, but they have pointed 


operative for permanent peace. 


“Pope Leo XIII, for instance, time and time again in his learned encycli- 
cals,-explained the type of international relations that should exist, placing 
the responsibility for their observance squarely upon the shoulders and the 
consciences of those who direct the nations. Pope Pius X, when he saw in- 
ternational peace threatened, pleaded for peace and the practice of brotherly 
love, He warned Germany and he rebuked Austria for its treatment of Serbia. 
And he died of a broken heart because men did not heed his plea, but instead 
fanned the flames of hate and plunged the nations into the World War. 


POPE BENEDICT’S PLEAS. 


“Benedict XV, ascending the throne as the Vicar of the Prince of Peace, 
looked serrowfully upon men frantically annihilating their brethren and he 
implored them to substitute love for bullets, international justice for hate. 
But his entreaty fell upon gun-shocked ears and was unheeded in the din of 
battle. The present Pope, Pius XI, has held close to his heart the peace. of 
the world. He has condemned national action that threatened that peace, 
such as the French invasion of the Ruhr and the Italian attack on Greece. 
He Has constantly urged that methods of force be abandoned and the prin- 
ciples of Christian charity be applied to international relations. He has im- 
plored that the Kingdom of Christ be restored in the hearts, in the homes

Entertainment Code 
For Churches Issued 
_ By 7 French Bishops 


Paris.—The seven Bishops of the 
ecclesiastical Province of Bordeaux, 
|with Cardinal Andrieu presiding, have 
‘drawn up an ordinance enacting pro- 
‘scriptions relative to dramatic rep- 
resentations and recreational meet- 
Mings organized by private schools and 
Catholic organizations, and for church 
benefits. 

First of all, say the Bishops, thea- 
trical presentations should not be too 
frequent, since they take young peo- 
ple away from their studies and 
especially from religious instruction. 
During Lent, including Mi-Careme, no 
such entertainments should be held, 
except a Passion Play or something 
solely of a religious character. 

It is positively forbidden to permit 
boys and girls to appear in the same 
scenes. This experiment has often 
provoked serious inconveniences and 
caused the mingling of the two sexes, 
says the ordinance.
